Columbus, O., June 1.—Four 


panies of militia were today ordered 
to proceed to Hanging Rock, near 
Ironton, on the Ohio river. 


With Col, A. C. Thompson in com- 


mand, the companies left at once for 
Hanging Rock en a special train. The 
sheriff ot Lawrence county today 
wired the attorney general making * 
request tor military aid at Hanging 
Rock. The sheriff asked that an en- 
tire battalion be sent forthwith as 
there was every indication that there 
might be a bloody outbreak at any 
moment. The lequest was at once 
referred to Governor Herriclc. 


The trouble grows out of the impor- 


tation of negroes from Virginia 
to 


take the places ot striking furnace 
men. One man v~s killed last night. 


For some days, both sides have been 


heavily armed. 
There were several 


collisions last Sunday in one c,f which 
Albert Speery was seriously hurt. On 
Monday night, ar. attack was made on 
an old church were a party of non- 
unionists had taicen refuge and two 
hundred shots were exchanged. 


Later, Supt. Jenrles of the Hamil-

Threatening Situation. 


The strikers today began parading 


the streets, carrying rifles and threat- 
ening the non-union men wherever 
found, especially tae- colored men, who 
had taken the places of strikers in the 
furnaces. 
The strike breakers were 


also armed. 


It is claimed that the local authori- 


ties are unable to-cope with the situa- 
tion. Nearly all the strikers and ne- 
groes are armed. The county authori- 
ties say a- state of lawlessness exists. 
The strikers are particularly bitter 
against Sam Smith, leader of the non- 
union men. Smith is never about un- 
less heavily armed and protected by 
blood hounds.

•Tooclrn Money That Wan nt On* 


Time Current In I3nd«nd. 


Wooden money in the shape of ex- 


chequer tallies was current prior to 
the establishment of the Bank of Eng- 
land in li'IM 
Tallies was the name 


given to the notched sticks formerly In 
use in England for keeping the ac- 
romus of the exchequer. They were 
square rods of hnzi>l or willow, in- 
scribed on one side with notches Indi- 
cating the stun for which the tally was 
an acknowledgment and on two oth*>r 
sides with the sum in Roman charac- 
ters. 


IVhen tbe transaction was completed 


tl»» tally recording it was split length- 
wise, so that each section contained a 
half of weh notch aud one of *he writ- 
tan sides. One hiilf, called tbe tally, 
or check, was given to tbe person for 
whose service it was intended, and the 
other half, called the counter tolly, 
wus retained in the exchequer until its 
corresponding tally should bu brought 
In by tbe pet-sou who had last given 
value for it- 


It thus became n current token rep- 


resenting casli 
After the establish- 


ment of the bank of England govern- 
ment payments w«re made through iti> 
DBenc.v. The use of tallies in the ex- 
chequer wna abolished by statute 23, 
George 111. The old tallies were by 
acts 4 and 3, William IV., ordered to 
lie destroyed, and it was burning them 
that caused the conflntrratlon by which 
the old bouses of parliament were de- 
molished.—London Tif-Blts.

Oklahoma and 
portions of Iowa, Missouri, Wisconsin, 
Ohio, and Penna., have suffered to 
some extent from excessive moisture, 
while drought continues over a large 
part of the south Atlantic and eaat 
gulf states.

of Texas and the central ocky Moun- 
tain slopes Except in the more north- 
erly sections where corn planting is 
much delayed, this work has pro- 
gressed under favorable conditions 
but fhe reports indicate that a large 
amount'of replanting will be neces- 
sary throughout tbe central valleys 
and lake region, due in part to poor

GOING SCOT FREE. 


Th* Source From WhieJi 


The origin of the old saying, "Going 


scot free," is this: Scot, from the An- 
glo-Saxon "sceot," a portion, signified 
in old law a customary tax or comri- 
bution laid on subjects according to 
their ability and embraced all paro- 
chial assessments. Tbe conclusion is 
obvious— namely, that to escape "scot 
free" was to avoid, all such payments 
of dues and taxes. 


Before the reform act the right to 


vote for parliamentary and municipal 
officers was veiled exclusively in pay- 
ers of "scot aud lot." linstall (1538) 
speaks of it as a certain t ullage for tbe 
use of the sheriff or his bailiff, and in 
Kent the usual rates .paid in Hoinney 
marsh for repairing sea walls are 
known by the aarue name. 


"Scot," sa.'.s Camdeu, "is that which 


from various sources is gathered Into 
one heap" — literally tbat» which is 
"shot" into a general fund, from the 
Dutch and low German "sehot" This 
may have come to us through tbe old 
French "escot," diner n escot. to dine 
at an ordinary where each guest paid 
his "shot," and any one who did not 
contribute would be said to get off 
"scot free." — London Answers.
